R. J. Smith reported on Sukarno's speech today in which he alleges 
bribery and subversion by the West. 

DDCI questioned the status of the Filipino elections. The latest 
we have is in accordance with the news summary this morning to the 
effect that Marcos is in the lead. 

Kent reported completion yesterday by USIB representatives of the 
draft of the annual Soviet air defense estimate which will be before USIB 
next week. Some issues remain. It was agreed that the Agency experts 
would meet with DCI to discuss the Agency view that certain key instal- 
lations are long-range SAM's. 
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Houston reported travel pla ns by two Congressional groups, one to 
the Far East and one to Africa.
